Gd., buing balance of wagea 
due, and also hilf wages to end of the term 
for which he signed to serve the impugnant. 
Tho promovant signed the articles of the 
Alice DMiiry in Sydney ‘Harbour as hoat- 
swain for two years on the Sth March, at 
£6,103. & month, ono of .tho ovnditions 
being-that ho wag to bo discharged in an 
‘Australian port. [1 waa understood he was 
to act as second mata, The vessel arrived 
in Hongkong, whon the Captain diamted 
Wilson for alleged -incompetency. Wilsan 
claims that. thy disrating wis done wrong 
fully and instituted this action to obtain 
a remedy, e 

Robert Wilson, the-promovant, said: I 
shipped on bonrd the British barqne Alice 
Mary, oa° boatawain, in Sydney on the 9th 
March, 1883, (ship's ‘articles put in). 
Had been about fourteen years at seas rinea 
August 1869 until tho present time, ~ I had 
only been about eight months out of that 
time.on shore. I had shipped as boatswain 
on other yosscls several times beferc, J 
seryed jn that capacity on board the siiling 
vessels Champion. and Sourenir, and the 
stoamers Angie Castle, Meuninir aud Tich- 
mérne and other shipa. Although I signed 
as boatawain, I: was given to uriderstaud 
that I was to, perform the duties uf the 
second mate and take the Captain's watch. 
Tlivod ond. messed it the cabin, slung with 
the Captain and other officers,: I did duty 
ag second officer all the way to Hongkeng. 
No: complaints. were made as to my 
incempetency to ‘perform my duties 
during the voyage, except on two 
ocrasions, but Thave got plenty af insalence 
and abuye, In splicing tho hackstays in 
Sydney Harbour, I cyt. the rope ton. short, 
and tho Captain said; ‘! What wore. you 
thinking about.” “At that time he was not 
insolent, On another vecasiun, I was or+ 
d.red to measure tha sail.on the royal 
main-patd. I did as Iwas ordered, but 
the Captain sdd I should have dene ofhoy- 
wise and abused. me,’ The cause of al] the 
nbyso wis the fapains Lad. temper and. 
evil disposition, eonsiduy L was abuecd 
withont cause. ‘The Captain lias threatened. 
to strike me, saying he would strike ma if 
he had to pay fur it. Un one occasion 
that he did 2c n squall tad come’ on, 
and the ship. had fallen oif het conree, 
The Osptain said ssmething about catching 
water. - I replied that I would attend to the 
watcr na scon-as the ship was put’ on: her 
course; -and he. then abieed me, 
At the. beginning of tho voyage . the 
Captain did. not. cars about the. chief 
officer, but in a few days ho: became: more 
friendly. He was not abusive to the others, 
except that now aud then he would calla 
man a d——d fool, or d—-d trash. . ‘The 
only reasun the Captain had for abualiy tae 
was because I wes too much of a gentleman®| 
He.told ine once that L.wonld make avery 
good school board officer, but I was -not. 
worth anything ‘as a. boatewain. -At ana 
time, T.had been fourth officer a board a 
mail steamer, On aoveral uccasions he said : 
“Go forward, won't have you begs, Ifyeu 


discharge and receive: my wages at 85 for 
every puund sterling.” I refused to sign 
the paper, and said I muat be paid at the 
current rato of exchange. Several times 
after. we left Hongkong, the Captuin 
threatened me, once with a handspike and 
ones he tuok off his cout and offered to 
striko me while Iwas pulling a ropo, at the 
same titne tolling me that L would curse 
the day I came on bourd tho ship. ..I never 
gave him occasion to thiedten mo. .” 

Cross-oxamined, -witness said if the Cap. 
tain’ had thought him, incompetent, he 
would have been quite justified in disrat- 
ing him, _ Gaptain Thomsvtt told him he 
could leavo tho ship, sue tho Oaptain for 
lis wages snd also for damages for boing 
disrated, R . 

Mr Mackean, in introducing his. case, 
aiid his contention was that Wilson having 
represoutcd himsulf as being capable of dis- 
charging the proper dutios of a bontswain, 
and having proved himself utterly ineapa- 
ble and unable to du so, the inaster was 
pericctly justified in discharging him, 
From alinost tho {jrat momont he went on 
board the ship until her arrival in Hong- 
kong, he was constantly displaying hia ig- 
norance of his Quties ; and the master final 
ly felt competled ‘to disrate him and put 
sui une else in his place, 


James Heightun Davis aworn said ;—I 
am tustur of the British barque Alice 
Mary, ot Sydnoy, I have been master for 
ti-or 12 yeara. J. shipped Robert Wilson 
at Sydney as“ boatswain without his pre. 
senting any certificate. I judged he waa 
cumpotent by his appearance. I was 56 or 
57 daya ening to Hongkong. The first 
time J took pattivalar notice of Wilson's 
conduct: was. in’ Sydney Harbour, One 
of our fure.. topmast backatays had been 
earriad away; nid T order.d him to gu to 
the atore-ream, procure & pices of wire, aud 
splice it on to the old uno, telling him what 
tudo with the old backstay and ‘also the 
new, In the evening, I looked at the ark 
and found: Wilson had taken his awn way 
of yopyirjng tha damage and spoilt the job. 
Ithad to Ledone over again, ‘When I chal- 
longed Wilson, he said he wondd pay for it. 
He acknowledged he had made a mistake. 
Thad frequuntly to find fault with Wilson's 
work during the yoyage. When within 
ten days’ sail from Hongkong, I was 
lying’ on the cookhouse reading a book 
when I heard Wilsun give ordors to take in 
the spanker and gati-topauil -Lasked the 
tian at the helm bow .the ship's head was, 
He told mo the ship had fallen off her courag 
4 puiuts, T yot down off the houge, and 
asked the man how he hpd the helm. | ‘The 
man raplied that it wag hard dows, which, 
by Igoking, F found to bo eorreot, ” Wilson 
at tho time waa walking on the ford part of 
the puop.

ed 496 tons. Ships very seldom torn oot 
the sino smount of Newcastle coal as shown 
on the bille of nding, There waa no claim 
mada in respect’ of thia deficioney.
